Ans.  The  Handbook  is  intended  for  laymen  and/or  children 
terested  slightly  in,  or  just  beginning  to  collect  coins.  As  we  h- 
pointed  out  on  many  other  occasions,  the  value  of  a coin  is  g; 
erend  by  its  genuineness,  its  rarity  (in  terms  of  actual  number  av 
able  to  collectors,  usually  a nearly  fixed  small  percentage  of 
number  minted),  its  condition,  and  a variable  factor  depenc. 
largely  on  the  popularity  of  the  series  to  which  the  coin  belon 
These  subtleties  can  be  only  dimly  reflected  in  a book  such  as 
Handbook,  which  typically  lists  what  some  dealers  are  willing  to 
for  coins  in  well  worn  condition.  In  Good  or  thereabouts  there  is 
too  much  dealer  interest  in  Liberty  Seated  dollars,  and  the  differes 
in  desirability  of  the  two  you  named  is  not  so  apparent  as  it  wc 
be  at  the  Uncirculated  level.  Dealers'  selling  prices  are  more  lih 
to  be  based  on  the  Raymond  Standard  Catalogue,  as  the  curn 
Guidebook  is  largely  obsolete  owing  to  a tremendous  advances 
some  series. 

Ques.  The  Guidebook  shows  varieties  1826  over  25  and  111 
Large  Letters  in  the  Large  Cent  section.  Newcomb  does  not  ment 
either.  Do  they  both  exist?  What  Newcomb  numbers  corresponds 
them?  Are  they  rore?  V.  W.  A.,  Floral  Park,  N.  Y. 

Ans.  The  1 826/5  is  the  Newcomb  8,  identifiable  at  long  ra 
by  the  spacing  of  the  date  1 8 26.  It  is  incorrectly  illustrated  in 
Guidebook,  which  shows  a N-1  over  the  overdate  caption,  and 
real  overdate  over  the  Wide  Date  caption.  Newcomb  says  this  var' 
has  die  crumbling  within  the  6.  He  evidently  slipped  up,  however’ 
real  die  crumbling  should  vary  from  light  to  heavy,  and  this  is  c 
stant;  moreover,  uncirculated  specimens  uniformly  show  that  w* 
is  within  the  top  curve  of  the  6 is  actually  the  upper  stroke  of  a 
and  some  early  strikes  show  in  addition  part  of  the  knob  of  a S 
lower  left  loop.  Moreover,  the  reverse  of  the  N-6  is  extremely  sirr 
to  two  dies  (A  and  I)  of  1825.  The  variety  misidentified  as 
overdate  in  the  Guidebook  and  often  sold  in  error  as  such — N- 
has  one  and  sometimes  two  dashes  after  the  6 but  no  discern- 
trace  of  overdate;  after  this  publication  it  should  no  longer  cotr 
collectors.  The  1833  Large  Letters  listing  should  be  deleted.  We  h 
recently  examined  uncirculated  specimens  of  all  five  reverse  die? 
1833  and  there  is  no  genuine  difference  of  size  in  the  letters — 
same  punches  were  used  on  all  these  dies.  On  some  weakly  stn 
examples  some  letters  may  appear  thinner  and  smaller  but  this  a 
not  justify  a separate  listing. 

Ques.  I have  recently  read  in  the  "Numismatist"  about  sc< 
1928  half  dollars  with  a "D"  mintmark,  seemingly  genuine  althoi 
supposedly  no  halves  were  coined  outside  San  Francisco  that  y* 
To  complicate  matters  further,  I have  a 1928  half  with  no  mintitv 
at  all,  indicating  possible  Philadelphia  coinage.  It  is  somev« 
darker  than  a regular  "S"  mint  specimen,  but  no  more  tl 
several  other  branch  mint  coins  picked  up  in  circulation;  its  > 
is  the  same  as  any  other  holf.  Some  dealers  have  suggested  that 
mintmark  filled  up  as  with  the  1922  "D"  cents;  others  could  oji 
no  explanation.  What  can  you  say  about  this  coin  and  the  ol»| 
similar  ones  recently  publicized?  R.  A.  J.,  Greenville,  Miss. 

Ans.  It  is  hard  to  evaluate  your  coin  without  seeing  it.  Howel 
let  us  assume  that  it  is  of  the  same  fabric  and  workmanship  as 
1914  "D",  1927  "D",  1928  "D"  and  other  halves,  1930  "D"  ' 
other  dimes,  and  similar  coins  of  years  when  none  were  struckij 
those  mints.  To  the  best  of  our  knowledge,  these  are  counterfej 
made  af  good  silver  and  struck  from  excellent  false  dies — evidence 
better  technical  facilities  than  those  available  to  American  cri 
rings.  They  were  made,  along  with  many  warn-appearing  (datelej 
Liberty  Standing  quarters,  prior  to  and  during  World  War  II- — *1! 
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jbably  to  the  present  day — in  the  Soviet  Union.  Evidence  of  this 
ictice  turned  up  during  the  war,  but  nothing  was  done  because  of 
! probability  of  antagonizing  what  was  then  called  our  "gallant 
'let  ally  . The  Soviet  technical  experts  evidently  perfected  some 
'cess  of  transferring  genuine  designs  from  coins  to  plaster  and 
fn  plaster  to  steel  dies,  the  latter  presumably  by  some  machine 
iilar  to  the  Contamin  portrait-lathe  used  in  the  Philadelphia  and 
^er  Hill  (English)  mints  for  over  a century.  They  also  have  good 
er,  heavy  presses  and  collars — equipment  available  to  no  American 
interfeiter.  The  purpose  has  nothing  to  do  with  numismatics.  So 
as  we  know  these  coins  were  intended  (like  those  made  by  the 
nese  and  Italian  imitators  of  American  gold  coins)  to  pass  as 
rnedium.  Silver,  or  gold,  in  the  form  of  coins  seemingly 
ked  by  a stable  government,  can  be  spent  at  a far  better  rate 
;.  has  a higher  purchasing  power)  than  its  bullion  price  as  ingots. 

: Soviet  imitations  have  evidently  succeeded,  as  to  date  all 
cirnens  seen  are  considerably  worn.
